THE AMUSEMENT TAX 

The theatre-owners of the province are 
starting a movement to bring about the 
abolition of the amusement tax. . Their in- 
terest in the matter is only indirect, since It 
is the patron who pays. But it is claimed 
that the ‘‘odd nickel’’ demanded for the 
tax keeps a good many people away from 
the theatres, involving a loss of money to the 
heuses and a loss of pleasure to the public. 
The theatremen would thus seem likely to 
find their efforts heartily approved and 
warmly supported by the patrons, and per- 
haps still more by the would-be patron to 


whom the tax is @ barrie r, actual or senti- 
mental. 
The tax, in fact, is not likely to find 


very many defenders. It is a nuisance tax 
in the emphatic sense of the term. It was 
established in the days when a favorite pas- 
time of Governments everywhere was to 
slap on new taxes while the public were in 
the ‘‘win the war’’ fever; though it never 
contributed a cent to the war funds and was 
never intended to. When the war ended 
the tax was continued on the ground that 
the Government needed the money and 
found that a convenient way of collecting a 
rakt-off op the voluntary spendings of the 
people for entertainment.

| sistently unpopular, even among taxes, one 
} reason being that it is most felt by those who 
} ean least afford to pay it and those for whom 
an evening at the theatre is a red letter 
event.

E. A. Corbett Speaks 
British Poets 
at Press Dinner 


War Reactions Evidenced 
| in Modern Verse, De 
clares Speaker 


Ednionton 
Women's 


| Members of the 
branch of the Canadian 
Press club heard an _ interesting 
lecture at their dinner meeting in 
the Macdonald hotel Thursday 
evening, when Mr. E. A. Corbett 
spoke on the contemporary poets 
of Britain. 

In hie opinion, Mr. Corbett said 
Masefield was the greatest of mod- 
ern poets, his “Everlasting Mercy,’ 
a poem which thrilled the world 
being one of the greatest religious 
poems ever written. 

The poems of Sir Fienry New- 
holt, covering the period from 1597 
to 1907, were the embodiment of 
imperialism, he said, and showed 
the reaction of the upper classes in 
England to the great national char- 
acteristic of “playing the game.’ 

Discussing the effect of the 
Great War on poetry of the time 
Mr. Corbett said that during and 
since the war, many young men 
through thelr poetry, placed them- 
selves among the immortais. Selg- 
fried Sassoon, a gallant § soldier 
decorated for bravery, was embit- 
tered by his war experiences and 
through the medium of his verses 
told, not of the glories of war, but 
of its realiam. He was the greatest 
of the war poets, the speaker be- 
lieved Rupert Brooke the first of 
thewar poets had embraced war 
as a welcome reaction to social life 
in Londor with which he was 
satiated Though he is dead, hi« 
poems remain, @ glorification of

The disease of roup in poultr 
han been the subject of much cart 
ful work in the health of animals 
branch of the department of acri- 
culture at Ottawa.

possible, and administering Dpsen
